Romulus Police Warn: Beware of Spring Scams

Once again, spring is here. After a 
long winter, homeowners are ready to 
begin home-improvement projects. After 
a long winter, opportunistic criminals 
are ready to begin theirseason of scams 
and theft. 

During recent weeks, the Romulus 
Police Departmenthas investigated sev- 
eral cases involving thefts that occurred 
as a result of tricks or scams. 

Suspects in these types of theft will 
generally attempt to make contact with a 
homeowner and offer some type of 
home-improvement or utility service. 
During the contact, the suspect(s) will 
try to lead the homeowner to another 
room or outside the residence. After 
accomplishing this, an additional sus- 
pect will enter the residence without 
detection of the homeowner. While the 
initial suspect is keeping the homeowner 
occupied, the second suspect is in the 
home, carry out the theft. 


This form of theft is very effective, 
since the homeowner is completely un- 
aware of the second suspect's entry into 
the home. In addition, the homeowner/ 
victim may be unaware that a theft has 
occurred until hours, days, or even 
months later. 

As stated earlier, there have been 
several recent’scams involving Romu- 
lus residents. In more than once inci- 
dent, the suspect posed as a Detroit 
Edison worker. During the incident, the 
Suspect was able to lure the homeowner 
out of the residence and into the back 
yard. While the suspect was pretending 
to show the homeowner/victim a "prob- 
lem" with the electrical wires, a second 
suspect entered the residence and was 
able to steal several items from the 
home. 

Here are several tips to follow to 
prevent you from becoming a victim in 
this type of crime. 

* Do notlet strangers into your home. 
e Askforandcheck the identification of 
any utility worker at your doorstep. 


Confirm with the company that work 
is being done in your area. 

Look up the phone number for the 
company or call information. Do not 
ask the worker for the telephone 
number, as he may provide a false 
number. 

lf you do exit the home, take your 
keys and lock the door. 

lf you are suspicious of the worker(s), 
call the police and have the workers 
checked out. 

Do not pay cash for any services. 
Always ask for an estimate before 
authorizing any work. Compare the 
estimate with estimates from other 
companies. 

Beware of offers to “use leftover 
materials from another job and just 
charge for labor." 

Beware of high-pressure tactics and 
offers of “today-only" discounts. 
Beware of strangers who are “work- 
ing in the neighborhood and noticed 
that you need home improvements.” 
Be alert/aware of your surroundings.

"Hammering Out The Future"

Ray Khami is standing by a brand- 
new, yellow hi-lo lifter dressed in a dust- 
covered, paint-spattered Nike running 
suit. He's been running fast and furious 
lately, all within the 15,000-square-foot 
space of downtown Romulus's old IGA 
grocery store. In fact, from the looks of 
things, Ray, his three brothers (Rod, 
Randy, and Raymond), and their father, 
Victor Khami, have been in an all-out 
marathon in their huge effort to bring 
convenient grocery shopping back to 
the heart of Romulus. 

The question is: How can someone 
who has been running this hard for the 
past month look so happy? 

"| love it," says Ray, owner and 
general manager of the new Romulus 
City Marketplace, scheduled to open 
Memorial Weekend. "We've got an op- 
portunity to do great things here. Romu- 
lus is a nice, family-oriented suburb. 
We're excited to be here." 

As Ray speaks, his eyes dart from 
one area of the cavernous space to 
another. It's obvious that Ray doesn't 
see the tremendous amounts of work 
ahead orthe long hours of labor needed 
to revitalize this space. Ray sees gleam- 
ing, easily navigated aisles; shimmer- 
ing, well-stocked freezers; a produce 
section that looks garden- and orchard- 
perfect; fresh chicken and choice cuts of 
Angus beef. And, of course, Ray sees 
customers —lots of happy Romulus cus- 
tomers returning to downtown to com- 
plete their grocery shopping needs in an 
atmosphere that's bright, cheerful, and 
welcoming. 

"| was pretty much born and raised 
in the grocery business," Ray says. "To 
be successful in this business, you have 
to offer more than a selection of prod- 
ucts and services. You have to show a 
commitment to your customers — to the 
community. You have to show heart. One 
way we plan on showing our commit- 
ment is by delivering grocery orders to 
the senior citizens living in Romulus 
Towers.” 

That's just the beginning. 

"We're going to have several give- 
aways throughout the year from the day 
we open," he says. "In fact, Memorial 
Weekend, we're kicking off our give- 
aways with a gas grill.” 

Ray and his brothers have a long 
way to go before opening their doors. 
There are rusted shelves that have to be 


replaced. New interior and exterior light- 
ing and refrigeration systems that must 
be installed. The old floor needs to be 
ripped out, the surface leveled, andnew 
flooring laidin. There are checkout scan- 
ning systems to install and signage to be 
considered. 

"That's the problem with going into 
an existing space like this," Ray says, 
walking through the skeleton of the old 
IGA grocery store. "The former tenant 
left a lot of damage. We inherited it — 
and, for our store to be just right, we 
have to take care of that damage first.” 

One problem that Ray didn't expect 
in his quest to bring quality grocery 
shopping back to Romulus was the 
$200,000 lien on the property — a huge 
problem left unresolved by the former 
IGA tenant. 

"That could have stopped us right 
there," Ray says. "Factis, the Mayor and 
his staff gotinvolved and helped us clear 
that obstacle. This store wouldn't be 
happening if it weren't for the Mayors 
office andthe Romulus city government.” 

"| made a promise to the people of 
Romulus that I'd bring a high-quality 
grocery store back to the downtown 
area," says Romulus Mayor Alan R. 
Lambert. "Ray Khami has helped me 
fulfill that promise. But this isn't just 
about getting astore downtown. It's about 
helping people live their lives more com- 
pletely. And it's about bringing in a bust- 
ness that stays in touch with the needs 
of the community.” 

Even though Memorial Weekend is 
weeks away, the opening of the store is 
generating excitement with several of 
Ray's vendors, most notably the Faygo 
Beverage Company. 

"Faygo's so excited, they just let me 
know they want to be here opening 
weekend with Ernie Harwell!” says Ray, 
understandably excited at the prospect 
of the legendary Detroit Tigers baseball 
play-by-play broadcaster on hand not 
only to pitch Faygo but to hitan “opening 
day" home run for the store. 

Ray consults with several grocery- 
store consultants and locally hired build- 
ing contractors on the layout, stocking, 
andrunning of the delidepartment. Right 
now, the area where Ray envisions the 
deli is a dark, gaping hole complete with 
wires that lead nowhere and plumbing 
that hasn't seen water since the IGA 
closed. 

Of course, you have to remember 
that this is Ray Khami. And Ray doesnt 
see a dark, gaping hole. 

He sees the bright, gleaming, well- 
stocked deli department of the new 
Romulus City Marketplace — a place 
where customers will regularly bring 
their appetites for something new and 
delicious.

Teacher Rob Baty's fifth-grade class 
at Barth Elementary School has distin- 
guished itself with a Metro Detroit-area 
Computer Internet Championship in 
Black American History through its par- 
ticipation in a special interactive game 
devised by DTE Energy.

Perhaps the biggest thrill, however, 
was Underwood's announcement that 
Barth's students did more than achieve 
the highest score among Metro Detroit 
elementaries; they also earned the third- 
highest score overall among the three 
competition levels: elementary, middle 
school, and high school.
